Basins Ready 
For Debris 
From Fires 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
reports the County Flood 
Control District has provided 
63000 sandbags to local fire 
departments for distribution 
in the Malihu, Agoura. Man- 
deville Canyon and Sierra 
Madre brush fire areas. 

“Work is underway to pro 
vide emergency relief for the 
communities effec ted by 
wildfires In October,”• said 
Kahn, chairman of the 
County Fire Department. 

In addition, Hahn notes 
that 80 per cent of the Flood 
Control District’s deb r i s 
basins and reservoirs have 
been cleaned in preparation 
for any heavy winter rain?. 

Debris basins collect rocks, 
mud, wood and other items 
washed down from hills and 
mountains during he a v y 
rains. The debris is gath- 


minded taxpayers today that 
the first installment on their 
property taxes must be paid 
on or before Monday, De¬ 
cember 11, to avoid a six 
percent penalty*.

“Nature Notes” 

By Sandor Junkunc 


Usually, owls are observed 
only at night when they are 
actively in search of food. 
During the day they have 
secreted themselves in se¬ 
cluded canyons where they 
can sleep undisturbed till 
darkness blankets the woods. 

Last Spring I had the 
great fortune to come across 
not just a single owl, as is 
so often the ease, but an 
entire family of owls . - - 
during the day! 

I was hiking into several 
small canyons in our foot¬ 
hills looking for interesting 
things to photograph. Climb¬ 
ing up a steep hill overhung 
with oaks, I noticed an odd 
shaped object in the leaf 
clutter. Picking it up I im¬ 
mediately knew what it was 
. an owl pellet. As owls 
are eating their prey, the 
banes and fur get crammed 
into a small pouch in their 
throat. When its full, often 
just after a meal, they spit 
the pellet out. where it falls 
to the ground. Usually an 
owl has a favorite perch, 
used for hunting and eating. 
Directly overhead from 
where I found the pellet was 
a bare snag of a branch, just 
perfect for owls. The follow¬ 
ing weekend I found fifteen 
more pellets under the same 
snag. As I was examining 
the contents of one dry pel-

let, I noticed a movement 
in an oak Just up the hilL 
I looked up in time to see a 
large great horned owl fly 
silently over the ridge into 
the next canyon over. For 
the next three weeks I ex¬ 
citedly counted pellets and 
observed the owl! 

Now, as it so happened, at 
this same time I was begin¬ 
ning my annual ecology 
field trips with my students 
into this area. One day we 
ate our lunches at the top 
of Giggle Hill (as I named 
it) just into the beginning 
of the particular canyon 
where I observed the owl. I 
talked to a small group of 
students near me about the 
pellets and the owl I had ob 
served. These young, bud¬ 
ding naturalists were ex¬ 
tremely excited! So, after 
gulping down our Lunches, 
we found ourselves silently 
making our way up-canyon, 
hoping to spy an owl. But 
when we arrived at the spot 
just under the snag, how 
disappointed we were. No 
owl in sight! Suddenly, to 
our right a strange clicking 
noise caught our attention. 
To our delight, not twenty 
feet away on a large oak 
branch we saw not cne, but 
four owls ... an adult on 
each end, and two very 
fluffy, wide - eyed owlets 
perched safely in the mid¬ 
dle. Naturally neither one ot 
us had a camera! A few 
more clicking sounds came 
from the owlets’ beaks and 
off they flew.
